In & Bpeeoh to the opening se&elon of the Congrees, U, Yusupov reported that 
sinae the laat eongroao, in 19^0, the Party organiaation had douhled, and as of 
1 January I9A9, numhered 152,918 Comsaualata, of vh<Mi 102,906 vero ssemherB of VKP(h) 
and 30,012 were candidates . Woften coniprlsed 19 percent of the Party organisation. 
The proportion of candidates to memhers has improved since 19*v0, candidates 
ocmetitttting 22.5 percent of the Party in 19^9 ac against 53*6 percent in 1940. 

The pearceatage of Bemhera w higt.*’". ^*eoondary, and partially ecmpleted secondary 
i^ucatlca hae iaoreiased iwm 27-3 to 50«*^* ^0 number of primary Party orj^lsa- 
tions has risen ftroii2,98C in 1940 to 9|l44 in 1949- P^loary Party organisationfl , 
Mftirta iws &^.y JEttBgfmhi groupB srs found In 68 percent of the kolkhoses as 

against the 1940 figure of 22.3 percent. 

There are now 10 oblast coaBi'’^tees , I9 municipal ooBBlttses , and 143 regional 
ooMslttoes In UsbeklstaiL, as against 6 oblast oomalttees, 1 okrug oooniitee, 8 
■nmlolpal oomlttees, and 123 regional ooBAittees In 1940. 

Zhirlng the lest 3 years, 6? workers of the Party -soviet apparatus of 
Urteklstaa studied at the Higher Party School and In courses under the Tal TO(b}, 
745 persons finished the Bepubllo Party School and ooursee affiliated with It, 
1,230 persons completed coursee at the light Ifeiverelty of Marzlsn^Leninlsm. 
Porty-two persons are now studying at the Acadeay of Social Sciences and at the 
Hl^er Party School and In courses attached to it. There are 496 students In 
the BepubXle Party School erd in coursee attached to It. 

There are now In Htbeklotaa 205 " '^glonal Party schools, In which about 7,000 
Conninlste are studying. There are 1,462 groupe for studying the PlPCb) history 
jMfiS the lives of lenin and Stalin, with more than 21,000 atudents. Political 
schools attaohed to primary Party organizations number 5;947> vltb a total en- 
roUmsnt of 55,00 persona. There are 2,230 etudes ta In seven ni^t mlversltlea. 
About 14,000 mMibere of the IParty are studying YEPCb) history independently. 

There have been created 1,680 general educational spools for Cowitunlets having 
leseer degrees of education. Six thousand propagandlete are Instructing 120,000 
CoHmalsts studyir^ P^y education. 

Usbek Bomsomol organizations at present number 280,000 persons, of lAiom 
110,000 are giriji. Ih the past 5 years, 10^,000 new members have been added and 
l,7l4 new primary XoascBol orgarizatlons have been crc«ited. There are now 
KQMa&:l organizations in all the kolkhozes. 

Eowever, the M XP(b) Uzbeklstm is not properly supervising tha work of 
the oblast regional Party cansilttees. They, In turn, through their laxity 
and lack of organization allow serious deficiencies In tho fulfillment of pro- 
duction plans « The speaker called for the strengthening of ideological work In 
Uzbekistan to combat the Ideas of nationalism and pan-Turk iam which stiU 
survive.
